Had it net been for the sharp 
eyes of a law book publisher in

Nebraska 
would not be able to penalize 
motor vehicle owmers for not 
having a certificate of title. 
On April 13 the Legislature 
passed a bill containing a typo­ 
graphical error which repealed 
the statute .setting up the pen­ 
alty fpr operating motor vehicles 
without a certificate of title. The 
bill also repealed a section pro­ 
viding fees for duplicate copies 
of certificates of title. 
The bill was signed by Gov. 
Robert Crosby on April 18 with 
the error still undiscovered. 
But the law book publi.sher 
noted the discrepancy in sec­ 
tion numbers mentioned in the 
bill 
and contacted a 
Lincoln 
repre.sentative. The representa­ 
tive in turn pointed out the 
error for members of the Legis­ 
lature. 
The statutes changed in the 
body of the bill were 60-617 
and 60-61.5. But the final clause 
of the mea.sure repealed sections 
60-117 and 60-115.

clause and in the title, it could 
not be corrected by the revisnr 
of statutes. So two bills were 
introduced Friday—one to re­ 
peal the erroneous bill, LB 78, 
the other to re-enact it without 
the errors.

Almost on the eve of Memorial Day the 
last Union veteran of the Civil W ar died, 
and his predecessor b u t a short while ago. 
Because, 
som ewhat 
ironically, 
these 
two 
had never joined the once large and influ­ 
ential G rand A rm y of the Republic, that 
society w ent out of existence in a quiet 
rerem ony at Los Angeles this spring, and 
its mementoes will be placed in the archives 
at Washington. Although the old soldiers 
resolved in 1869 to tak e no part in partisan 
politics, the GAR was for a generation or 
two a pow erful political force, and in 1890 
reached it peak m em bership of 409,489. 
T hat influence long since w aned—the last 
two Union veterans having outlived their 
comrades to reach the patriarchal ages of 
111 and 106. But the GA R will not be for­ 
gotten, for its traditions are in the hands 
o f such groups as the D aughters of Union 
V eterans and other auxiliaries, who also 
have a long tradition of service. Formed 
originally to look out for the interests of the 
Civil War veterans, these eventually took 
into their orbit the widows and families of 


these men, and then by extension the fam ­ 
ilies of fighting men in general. Where once 
their principal function, so far as the jiub- 
lir realized, w as to assi t in Memorial Day 
relebrations, they have .since added patriotic 
education and a great variety of task s in 
the service (d the fighting men. 
Their women k now, as none better, that 
w ar IS a scourage that cannot yet be elim ­ 
inated, and that theirs are the task s of bind­ 
ing up w'ounds, so to speak , look ing out for 
the bt*reaved families, maintaining the prin­ 
ciples of American patriotism —all task .s that 
cannot soon be outdated. They are in effect 
hou.sek eepers, protectors anri charnpion.s of 
those victims of the stresses of civilization, 
the fighting mon and their dependents.
